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The  Welsh  Office  have  asked  me  to  present  an  Annual  Report 
for  1973.  As  most  of  the  statistics  I receive  annually  from  the  Registrar 
General's  Office  are  not  available  until  May,  most  of  the  figures  given 
have  had  to  be  obtained  from  other  sources  which  may  not  be  as  accurate. 

POPULATION . I have  been  unable  to  obtain  the  annual  mid-year  population 

figure.  The  figure  for  1972  was  6820. 

BIRTHS.  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  49  (20  male,  29  female), 
a sharp  decrease  on  the  1972  figure  of  84. 

BIRTH  RATE.  The  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  approximately  8 (births  per  1,000 
mid-year  population).  In  1972,  the  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  12.3  and,  in  that 
year  also,  the  England  and  Wales  figure  was  14.8. 

No  still  births  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

DEATHS . The  total  number  of  deaths  was  61  (31  males  and  30  females). 

This  is  considerably  less  than  the  1972  total  of  90. 

DEATH  RATE.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  just  under  10  (deaths  per  1,000 
mid-year  population)  as  compared  to  the  figure  of  13.2  for  1972.  In  1972, 
the  England  and  Wales  figure  was  12.1.
